Ice 
floes 
that 
gnashed ominously rescue vessels 
searched without much hope today 
for six adults and two small girls— 
the “ Flying Fam ily" of George R. 
Hutchinson. 
Their flight from New York to­ 
ward Europe culminated yesterday 
in frantic S. O. S. calls—and then 
silence. 
Hutchinson reported his 
plane had been forced down off 
eastern Greenland on its way here 
from Juliaaebaab, near the south­ 
ern tip of Greenland. It was feared 
all perished In the icy water. 
The Hutchinson family, 
father, 
mother and two daughters, with a 
crew of four, left New York, Aug. 
23, on a flight by easy stages over 
the northern trans-Atlantic route to 
Europe. They hoped to be the first 
family to cross the Atlantic in a 
plane. 


Four-hour Race In Vain, 


The British steam trawler, Lord 
Talbot, was 25 miles away when 
she picked up the R O S . signal 
about IO a. rn., (East 
Liverpool 
time). 
She raced for the location 
given but when she got there four 
hours later found nothing but Ice 
in sight. The signals kept coming 
for about an hour 
as 
she 
sped 
through the floes Then they ceas­ 
ed. 
The governor of Greenland. Knud 
Oldendow*. set 
rescue 
forces to 
work 
immediately and the Lord 
Talbot played her searchlight over 
the Ice for hours but could see 
nothing of the plane. 
A 
fleet of 
boats was sent out from here with 
orders to search the coastline area 
The thrusts of the floes against 
the pontoons would be hard for It 
to stand. It was said In some quar­ 
ters here, and there was a disposi­ 
tion to fear the plane had sunk. 
Governor Oldendow 
said, 
how 
ever, everything possible would he 
done to rescue the fliers. The Dan­ 
ish 
cruiser 
which 
usually Is In 
Greenland waters, Is now at Reyk­ 
javik, Iceland, however, and two 
other cruisers are off the west 
coast of Greenland, too far away to 
he of use. 
The efforts had to be 
limited to motorboats 
and 
the 
kayaks of the Eskimos. 


Ran Out of Fuel, Belief. 


It was thought possible the ship 
ran out of fuel almost within shout­ 
ing distance of its destination. In 
his S. O. R Hutchinson reported 
his location as 30 miles due south­ 
west of Angmagsalik. 
Hutchinson's wife and two little 
daughters, Kathryn, 8, and Janet 
Lee, C. were aboard the plane, the 
“ City of Richmond.” They carried 
their dolls and were the first child 
passengers 
on 
a 
trans-Atlantic 
flight attempt. 
Besides 
Hutchinson, 
the 
four 
men aboard w-ere 
Peter Redpath, 
navigator; Gerald Altfllisch, radio 
operator: Joseph Ruff, mechanic, 
and Norman Alley, newsreel cam­ 
era man. The plane is an amphib­ 
ian. 
Ifs landing g^ar was discard­ 
ed at St. John, N. B . and sent on 
ahead to Europe ti^ he used when 
flying over land again. 


Planned European Tour. 


The party flew to St. John after 
taking off from New York Aug 23 
The next day they went 330 miles 
to Port Menior, on Antocostl island 
In the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
On 
Aug. 30 they flew 470 
miles 
to 
Hopedale. Labrador, and on Sept. 
2. 626 miles to Gorthaab, 
Green­ 
land. 
Tile Danish government, fearing

son’s next proposed flight, which 
was to have taken them 431 miles 
across the interior Ice cap to Ang­ 
magsalik. so he changed his route 
and followed the coastline, flving 
along the west coast to Julienehaab 
which he left yesterday to come 
here.
